Mr. Anthony's Credentials for His Fifth Term—“Or- | 
ganizing Hell.” 

Wasatneton, June 20.—In the senate, on 
motion of Mr. Maxcy, the house amendment 
to the bill for an examination and report 
upon the claims of Texas, California, 
Oregon and other states, with certain territo- 
ries, for indebtedness assumed in repelling 
invasion and suppressing Lndian hostilities, 
were concurred in. The pill appropriating 
$300,000 for beginning the erection of an ad- 
dition to the presidential mansion was passed. 
The credentials of Mr. Anthony, as senator 
from Rhode Island, for his fifth term 
were presen ted with complimentary 
remarks by President pro tem Davis. The 
senate resumed cens'deration of the Jiéuse 
bill to enable national banks to extend their 
corporate existence. The senate at 3:50 p.m., 
Without action on the bill, went into execu- 
tive session, and when the doors were re- 
opened, adjourned. The senate contirmed 
the nominations for members of the tariff 
commission as published. The final vote on 
the question of confirmation was 31 veas 
against 21 pavs. Tour or five democrats voted 
with the body of the republicans in the aflir- 
mative and one republican (VanWyck) voted 
in the negative. The executive session lasted

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THEWRECK OF THE STORM. 


A Review of the Ficld—Among the Dead and the 
Dytag—An Appeal ier Ail , 


DesMotnes, Iowa, June 20.—An appeal for 
aid, signed by J. 8. Clarkson, editor of the Des- 
Moines Register, is furnished on behalf of the 
stricken communities in Lowa, with a request 
that all the newspapers publish it.

Clarkson says: After two days and nights 
spent in traversing the track of the tornado 
that sweptover this state with such fearful 
havoc last Saturday night, and having re- 
ports from scores of reporters of the Register 
and: the associated press, sent to 

arts of at, I find the condition 
of the stricken people to be so piteous and 
so needful of instant and _ generous 
help that send this appeal to the people of 
the United States in their behalf. The tor 
nado ma@de a destructive sweep through a 
thickly Settled portion of Iowa, some [50 
miles in length, and on an average of half a 
mite wide, extending from points south of 
Ames, in the centre of the state, and in the 
shape @f acresent to South English, in Keo- 
kak county. From the southeastern part of 
the state we have the names of 69 dead and 
ao wounded. Half of the latter are griev- 
ousiy hurt, and probably a fifth of them 
futaily. Over 300 families have had their 
hories totally destroyed, and _ there 
now at least 1,506 persons 
haneless and in want. The loss. in 
ymoperlty will exceed $2,000,006 ) and may 
reach $4,000,000. in the towe of Grinnell 
@ one over $400,000 in property was destroyed,

The means of accomplishing this result are 
simple in the extreme. A line of telegraph 
wire. broken at suitable intervals, is laid}, 
within or beside the railway track, and the} } 
disconnected ends of the wire are connected 
with kev blocks placed upon the crossties, 
thus forming a continvous telegraph line or 
cireuit over the entire length of the track 
operated upon. The key blocks have exp sed | 
upon their suriace two metallic rollers 
which form pgrt of the circuit, but which by 
depressson disconnect and break the circuit. 
In other words while the rollersof the key 
blocks are in their norma] position there !s a 
complete cireuit over the whole line; but if 
any one of them be depressed the circuit at 
that point is broken. ‘The second part vo; the 
device consists of an electric key board or 
shoe suspended beneath a car at such height 
that as the car passes over the track it 
will rest upon and depress the rollers of the 
key blocks. This shoe also has upon it 
metal strips of such length that as tne car 
moves @long they shall atail times touch 
upon tke rollers ef one or the other of the 
blocks, and is alse connected by. wires with a 
telegraph instrument in the cars. 
The modus operandi is then as follows: 
The shoe toucking upon the rollers and de- 
pressing them. breaks the main line circuit 
which then thews into one of the metal strips 
ef the shoe, ¢hence over one of the wires 
ito the car, through the instrument down 
the second ¢evire to the second metal shoe 
plate, from there to the second roller, and 
then on again down the main line. It will 
thus be seen thet there is no actual breaking 
of the electric circuit, but merely a deflection 
of the cucrent through the telegraph car with 
precisely the same effect as a current Is 
through a telegraph office. The 
results of such an operation are 
manifest. The car upen the track becomes a 
telegreph office, may receive or send massa- 
ves, and may communicate with other trains 
or outside telegraph eftices. Thus, the train 
dispatcher of a railway may be in constant 
communication with every train upon his 
road—ready to move them at any instant. 
Trains may communicate with each other 
and learn at any tnstant of time

NASHVILLE, Tenn., June 20.—An informal 
caucus of delegates to the democratic state con- 
vention was held at the Masonic theatre last 
night, and was largely attended.

Norcross, June 19.—The past week here 
has been very considerably enlivened by the 
closing exercises of the Norcross high school.

The Allegation That Our I’cople Are Not Getting the 
Worth of Their Money. 
From the Albany News.

In this letter was enclosed the following 
item, taken from a recent issue of the News 
and Advertiser: 

A wool pool has been uncovered, so, if you 
can, it would be better to hold your wool a 
while. 

When this item was written the writer had 
it in his head that our local buyers were in a 
little scheme to gather up the fleece produced 
in this section at a nominal price—far below 
its value. Since its appearance we have been 
inquiring. particularly, and every buyer in- 
formed us that he knew nothing of any pool. 
He does not know but there is a pool govern- 
ing the price of wool remote from him. It 
is in Boston, Mass., the great wool market of 
the union. There the brokers have every- 
thing in their hands. The _ differ- 
ent states are apportioned out, 
and the one who buys fleece from one 
state will nut touch the product of another. 
For instance, you go to Boston with wool. 
‘Where are you from?’ asks the buyer to 
whom you offer it. ‘‘Georgia,” say you. 
“Well, I’m not buying Georgia wool to-day. 
My friend over the way there is buying Geor- 
gia wool.”” Thusitis that in the northern 
newspaper market report you see Georgia 
wool quoted, Alabama wool, Mississippi wool, 
ete. very state is apportioned and given 
over to its wool merchant in Boston, and all 
are members of one pool. Well, Boston con- 
trols Savannah, and Savannah controls Al- 
bany and every other interior 

ool market in the state of Geor- 
gia~and this is the wool pool. The only 
remedy isfor the interior merchants fo put 
on a little backbone, and refuse to allow Sa- 
vannah to control them by shipping their 
buyings to New.York to commission houses. 
Concert of action in this would soon bring 
Bosting down on her knees, for Georgia,s 
wool crop is not to be sneezed at even in as 
biga town as Boston. You can force the 
local buyer to pay a fair price for your wool 
by holding it, and this we would advise you 
todo. Wool was selling in Albany yesterday 
for 26 cents, when it ought to have brought 
twice that sum. 

A Chinaman on the War Path. 
From the Savannah, Ga., News, 

sroughton street, near Drayton, was yester- 
day morning ahvut 10 o'clock the scene of a 
lively little excitement, caused by an assault 
on a negro barber by Ah Sang, the Chinaman 
who runs the laundry on Broughton street, 
nearly opposite the Marshall house.

IMMIGRATION. 


HOW EXTENSIVELY IT 1S HELPED 
IN THE WEST. 


Direct From Sweden, Germany and Elsewhere, to a 
Railroad Agent, By Means of a Township Map— 
An Active Immigration Society, and How 
it Works in Northwest Missouri. 


Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 

Union Paciric Rattway, May 28.—The im- 
migrants that are coming now at the rate of 
about 4,000 to 5,000 a day are made the sub- 
ject of many letters from New York; but the 
proper point of view to study them is not 
from Castle Garden, where they form only a 
yast confusion of humanity, plans, hopes, 
steerage uncleanliness and babics, but from 
their destination points hereabouts where 
they take root and grow into citizenship. 
Recentiy, it is estimated, just about half that 
land at Castle Garden pass through Chicago 
and nearly half of this half come through 
Omaha and Kansas City, and in the fewest in- 
stances are they traveling atrandom. I have 
examined township maps to-day in the hands 
of men who brought them from Sweden and 
Germany, which show the exact locality to 
which they are bound. The most of them 
who come not consigned to friends here are 
directed to railroad lance agencies. They have 
paid during the last twelve years an average 
of 4.47 an acre; but the land, as it becomes 
scarcer becomes higher, and now many pay 
$l0 an acre. But there are immigration soci- 
eties other than the railroad companies that 
have made a system as nearly perfect and are 
doing good work both for the old settlers and 
the new comers, Some of these are singular- 
ly unselfish and patriotic organizations which, 
on the general principle of the more settlers 
the greater prosperity induce immigrants to 
come and help them settle themselves. This 
kind ofa society is worth very hearty com- 
mendatien, and it is this thing precisely that 
you need in Georgia. Tbere is no 
better example of this kind of soci- 
ety than one in northwest Missouri, 
which is doing capital work, and whose meth- 
od | happened to Know in detail. At first two 
or three enterprising men organized them- 
selves into an immigration society. They had 
no personal interest to serve, but they felt 
that the railroad companies and other agen- 
cies Were carrying thousands of desirable 
farmers into Nebraska, Kansas and the ter- 
ritories, and they desired to see the country 
about them more densely populated. From 
such purely business (but impersonal) rea- 
sons as these, they secured the help of a 
trustworthy dealer in real estate, whose. for- 
tune, by the way, was thus made for him, and 
Without allowibg him to be extortionate or to 
make false representations, they permitted 
him to advertise all lands thai he cofild have 
placed in his hands, with the society’s guar- 
antee that they would be found as repre- 
sented. He established sub-agents in half 
a duzen counties, and in the course of a few 
years he come to have under his control 
several thousands of good acres. Meanwhile 
most of the private holders of lands who 
wished to seli became members of the society 
and thus bad a direct supervision. of their 
agents. The members of the society sub- 
scribed a small sum of money, each to an 
immigration fund and solicited subscriptions 
from all business men. The only appeal 
used was that the more farmers 
the better your business will pay, and 
few western merchants ever hesitate if 
the society command their confidence, 
to subscribe. This willingness by 
the way, is a western trait. These people 
know that the only royal road to wealth is by 
advertising. Of course the system, theo- 
retically, is eusy to abuse. Without active 
supervision by an executive committee of the 
society, the jand agent might soon be using 
the money thus publicly subscribed for his 
private gain exclusively. In any event, he 
alone is making money directly. But what 
of that? A land agent is necessary, and why 
grudge him his gain, if he works forit? The 
society to’ prevent any appearance of mo- 
nopoly at last divided its patronage among 
two or three agents. With the funds which 
was seldom withheld by the public, advertise- 
ments were inserted in American and Eu 
ropean papers, an_ illustrated  hand- 
bok of the country was _pub- 
lished, agents were put to work abroad, the 
local newspapers were induced to issue im- 
migration numbers; in a word, a *‘boom’ was 
started. Ofcourse ithassucceeded. Because 
must of the iand is good land and the cuyun- 
try isalready more populous than Georgia, 
the immigrants were obliged to pay a reason- 
ably high price for it—more, in most in- 
stances than good cotton and pasture land in 
Georgia will bring; but this only secured a 
better class of immigrants. It isa mistake to 
suppose that only paupers land at Castle 
Garden. Four different German fathers-of-a- 
family have told me to-day that they have 
more than $1,000 each in their pockets, and I 
have no reason to doubt it. Within less than 
two months these men will be spending and 
making money, and the country wherein 
they seitle will be directly and visibly made 
richer. 

The advertising done by the Missouri socie- 
ty. which I have described, brings thousands 
ot letters of inquiry from all parts of the 
world, and very frequently a bargain is prac- 
tically made before the immigrant leaves 
home. In other cases they come to see for 
themselves, and from the wide latitude ot 
, them they can generally ve 
pleased. Others buy tickets in Europe toa 
town within the region and bring letters of 
introduction to the society's agents. -Thou- 
sands of good families have thus been settled 
in these six or eight prosperous and populous 
counties within the last four or five years. And 
the society has been so well managed that it 
has gained areputation for henestyv and trust- 
worthiness. This was recently shown ina re- 
markable way. The grape bug in France has 
for several years made necessary the impor- 
tation in certain sections of cuttings from 
America. Anagentof a number of vine- 
vards was directed to this immigration society 
to get trustworthy information and to be in- 
troduced to trustworthy vine-growers in the 
Missouri valley. There was ho reason why 
he should have been directed to this immigra- 
tion society for information, except that it 
happened to be known in France that the 
society was an obliging and honest thing. He 
was hot only gladly received, but had thou- 
sands of cuttings given to him = on 
condition that he would report accurately 
their success in French soiland send in re- 
turn certain information about wine making, 
and, if possible, send acompany of vintners. 
The idea of making wine as good as French 
wine—indeed of having Frenchmen make 
wine there—loomed up vefore these shrewa 
westerners. Andthe result may be some- 
thing like their roseate hopes. But if the 
French visitor were pever again to be heard 
of, they invested their kind and gratuitous 
attention to him very well. In the next edi- 
tion of the hand book, they gave a special 
chapter to the discussion of the wine possi- 
bilities of the valley and made use of the oc- 
currence as a profitable advertisement. It 
cost nobody any money and unly a few men 
a little trouble, but it requires no great 
shrewdness to understand how half a dozen 
counties may profit greatly by 1t. 

It was not far from tnis region of country 
that Jesse James lived and was killed. His 
death is now used as a special advertisement. 
There is nc evidence that James actually 
prevented settlers from going to any of tne 
eightor ten counties above his usual haunts; 
but since be roams there no more the imml- 
gration society solemnly assures you that 
hundreds more people are coming than be- 
fore. Governor Crittenden himself, a prince 
of good talkers, with a nosegay and a dash of 
braggadocio, told a reporter in New York last 
week that streams of immigrants are now 
going into Missouri because James is dead. 
Weil, if this isn’t advertising, what is it? And 
it pays. A capital plan for you to think of, by 
the way, is to kill a few of your outlaw poli- 
ticians who threaten to give you trouble—sac- 


| rifice them to immigration—and profit by it. 

There is no deception in all this tact. The 
lands the society has sold to new comers are 
good lands. Nobody is swindled. And the 
merchants and farmers who subscribe a dol- 
Jar a month or a dollar a quarter, or who give 
$10 or $100 to the immigration fund get their 
money back at some time in some way. The 
whole system is a combination of enterprise, 
unselfishness and snap. You lack only the 
snap. Mr. Henderson's hand-booksare better 
than these, but they are manipulated in Eu- 
rope and inthe northeast by such men as 
manage this western business. 

There area great many other profitable 
things to be learned about immigration by 
studying this system here; of others, later. I 
ought to say, by the way, that the immigra- 
tion society that I have written of is only a 
local organization and should not be confused 
with the Missouri state immigration society, 
which receives appropriations from the state 
treasury and does much more extensive work.

THE PRESIDENTIAL SUCCESSION. 

Senator Hoar introduced a bill Tast week 
that should have been introduced on the first 
day of the session. The bill is in truth a copy 
of the bill introduced several months ago by 
Senator Garland. The latter's bill was sent to 
the judiciary committee, and there it would 
doubtless have been this moment if the Mas- 
sachusetts senator had not in a new bill 
called attention to the subject. Justice to 
the commitiee requires us to state that they 
promptly reported the Garland-Hoar propo- 
sition, and it is now on the senate calendar. 

The bill, in all the redundancy and pom- 
posity of legal phraseology, substitutes for the 
president pro tenr of the senate or speaker of 


with the secretary of state, followed in order 
by the secretary of the treasury, the secretary 
of war, the attorney general, the postmaster 
general and the secretary of the navy—each 
if called to the presidential vflice to act to the 
end of the current presidential term. No 
member of the cabinet is, however, eligible 
to this promotion unless he shall first have been 
appointed by the advice and consent of the 
senate. 

There are very many reasons why the bill 
should become a law. In the first place it 
would remove all doubts of a constitutional 
nature in relation to the succession, some 
good lawyers holding that a president of the 
United States should be an impeachable 
officer. If Senator David Davis should suc- 
ceed Mr. Arthur before March 4, 1885, it is 
not easy to see how he could be removed by 
impeachment. The senate could expel him, 
but that would require a two-thirds vote. 
This, added to the fact that there may again 
be but one life between organization and dis- 
organization, induces thoughtful men _ to 
favor the proposed line of succession. 

If this bill had become a law twenty years 
ago, neither Lincoln nor Garfield would 
probably have been assassinated. If an as 
sassin sees that a crime would not change the 
nature or even the personnel of an administra- 
tion, he is not going to incur the penalty ofa 
crime that offers no recompense. Would 
Wilkes Booth have killed Abraham Lincoln 
had he known that Seward would remain 
in Offige to sueceed Andrew Johnson? ‘And 
certainly no ome will kill Mr. Arthur while 
Mr. Frelinghuysen remains in office and 
there isany prospect of the passage of the 
new bill. If the cranks see that assassination 
of the president would simply operate to put 
his chief adviser and choice at the head of the 
state, they will be apt to seek notoriety and 
a halter in some other way. 

This congress should not adjourn without 
acting upon the bill. It will settle the 
question of constitutional succession in the 
plainest and most satisfactory manner. It: 
will enable the people to retain the adminis- 
trative policy of their choice, and simplify a 
very perplexing and really dangerous matter. 
LANGUAGE THAT THRILLS. 

We remarked.the other day, in a subdued 
tone, that the political cauldron was begin- 
ning to boil. We are convinced now that our 
language was far too conservative. It lacked 
the emphasis necessary to an apt description 
ofthe situation, It should be said, however, 
that when the remark was made there were 
fewer signs of inflammation than have been 
developed since. At that time the only spec- 
tacular arrangements calculated to attract 
the attention of the public were the amusing 
performances of the steamed editors of the 
Macon Telegraph, asjthey flitted hither and 
yon, their back-hair fluttering wildly in the 
unfriendly wind. Since then the whole at- 
mosphere has been made lurid with the vivid 
flashes of rhetoric from the pens of numerous 
correspondents) who are so well known 
to the public. For instance, ‘Scru- 
tator’’ has again made his _ ap- 
pearance. ‘Old Subscriber’ has returned to 
the charge, and up to yesterday ‘‘Viator’’ 
had warmed things up in a third article,while 
‘“WVeritas,’’ ‘‘A Solid Democrat.”’ “‘Vox Popu- 
li,’ “Conservative” and ‘Justice’? had each 
contributed something of importance upon 
the state of the commonwealth.

E. A. ‘Nornsberger, a Central Ratiread Brakeman, 
Meets with an Accident—“Look Out for No. 1.” 


At five o'clock and forty-five minutes last evening 
a terrible accident occurred on the Central railroad 
at Forrest station which will, in all probability, re- 
sult in the death of E. A. Hornsberger, a brakeman 
on way freight No. 6, which is duein Atlanta at 7 
p. m. 

The train upon which the unfortunate man was 
working was composed largely of flat cars loaded 


with lumber and consigned to Forrest station, 
where Mr. Harnsberger uncoupled them for the 
purpose of shifting to a side track. After drawing 
the pin he so signaled the engineer and then 
jumped from the rear end of the car 
which he had jast detached. Upon 
the same track were the. cars from which 
he had uncoupled and which were stillin motion, 
the uncoupling having been done, as is usually the 
case, witpon\ Monpen the train. In jumping Mr 
Horuasberger lost his baianee and fell, his left leg 
resting across the rail, and so close was the cars 
upon him that hecould not escape before the 
wheels had crushed his legin twoat the keee joint 
The accident was witnessed by Mr. Goodman, the 
conductor of the train, and Dr. Barnett, of Hamp- 
ton, who happened to be on his way to Atlanta, 
‘poth of whom ran to the injured man’s aid and in- 
stantly placed him upon the train, when Dr, Bar- 
rett stopped the flow of blood, ang did what he 
ceuld to alleviate his pain until the train stopped 
at the Central road depot in this city.

TALKS ABOUT THE TARIFF COM. 
MISSION AND THE TARIFE. 


His Views on the Situation and "he Needed Reforms 
~His Opposition to internal Revenue—What 
He Will Do When the Commission 
Meets—a Sketon of His Life. 


Judge John W. H. Underwood, one of the 
members of the newly created tariff commis- 
sion is in the city, presiding in the superior 
court in the place of Judge George - Hillyer, 
who is sick. Yesterday a Constitution re- 
porter asked him for his views on the tariff 
question, and the probable action of the tariff 
He replied: 

‘IT have no idea what the tariff commission 
will do, nor where it will sit, nor when it will 
meet. My views on the tariff question stated 
briefly are .these exactly: Iam in favor of 
raising the revenue to defray the expenses of 
the government economically administered 
and to pay the public debt within a reasona- 
ble time by duties on the imports. This neces- 
sarily involves the overthrow of the internal 
revenue system. In levying duties I am in 
favor of levying them upon such articles as 
we make and produce. In levying the duties 
upon those articles a discrimination should 
be made in favor ofa lower duty upon arti- 
cles that are in common use by the great 
majority of the people and higher duties 
upon such articles as are usually denominated 
luxuries. In adjusting the tariff a free list 
and a comparative free list should be 
made up of articles that we neither 
produce nor manufacture. In doing 
all this particular attention must be paid to 
the elect of any tariff upon the agriculture. 
commerce and me*hanic arts. Before any 
proper revision of the present tariff can be 
mace, the tariffs that have heretofore existed 
must be tully examined, the amount of reve- 
nue raised and upon what raised, and the 
effect upon the prosperity of the country. 
The revision of the tariff does not so much 
involve any particular principle of universal 
application, but to a great exient must be 
ecntrolled by the experience of 
a country and the effect of 
previous tariffs. Underlying the whole ques- 
tion of the revision of the tariffs is a proper 
adjust newt of labor to capital. The interests 
and peace of the country require it. Gener- 
ally my VieWs upon the tariff may be found 
in the whig plattorm of 1844, as detined by 
Mr. Clay himself; and in Mr. Polk’s letter to 
Kane, said to have been written in Julv or 
August, 1544, and in Polk's inaugural! address 
on the 4th of March, 1845.” 

{ ‘ontinuing, Judge Underwood said: 

“The present tariff was adopted at a fime 
when the national debt was very large to 
meet the exigences of the country. and needs 
revision, reform and reduction. As to-how it 
wiil be done we will be obliged to wait until 
we can get the facts. We wili have to go back 


commission, 


' to the tariff of 1846, and to the amount of im- 


ports brought into the country, the amount 
ofrevenue raised by that tariff upon those 
imports and all the tariffs since that 
date and the present tariff before we can 
act understandingly upon this question. But 
you can see thatl am clearly in favorof a 
revision of the tarith It does not alwavs fol- 
low,’ saia Judge Underwood, “that a reduc- 
tion of the tariff on an article works a reduc- 
tion in the price. There is the article of 
cottee upon which, formerly, I don’t remem- 
ber under what tariff, there was a duty of 30 
percent. Coffee was put upon the free list 
and immediately the government of Brazil 
imposed an extra duty, and the price re- 
mained the same, the government of Brazil 
geting the revenue and we losing, although 
we paid the same price for our coffee. There 
might be many other illustrations given to 
show whata delicate thing the tariff is.’’ 
THE INTERNAL REVENUE. 

On being asked to express himself more 
fully on the internal revenue system, Judge 
Underwood said: 

‘Tl ami utterly opposed to the general system 
of internal revenue. Its operation is to cre- 
ate and foster monopolies, and to break down 
smaller institutions, illustrative in this, that 
as much whisky is manufactured as was man- 
ufactured before the imposition of the tax, 
and itis now made by large distilleries that 
run whisky in a_ stream as _ large 
as a man’s leg, and it destroys the 
smaller distilleries that are scattered about 
through the mountains, a business in which 
the people of the mountains, inaccessible to 
the railreads and transportation, have been 
engaged for more than four generations con- 
verting corn and grain thatis made in the 
caves of the mountains into whisky, and with 
the refuse of the stiil making bacon which 
they hauled to the nearest market and sold 
for the purpose of buying them salt, iron, 
sugar, coffee and such other articles as they 
could not otherwise obtain. Besides this 
it creates a swarm of officers that har- 
rass our. people, dragging them from 
their homes and filling the Jand with vio- 
lence, which in some instances has resulied 
in homicide. Excisesof this sort have always 
been hurtful to the people. Burns made 
much of his celebrity as a poet by the poem 
which he wrote, in which the lines occurred: 

“The Devil came fiddling through the town, 
Aud danced away with the excise man,”’

WHO JUDGE UNDERWOOD IS. 


Judge John W. H. Underwood was born in 
Elbert county. His father was from Virginia. 
He was born on the Salter farm, where Stone- 
wall Jackson whipped Pope. His mother 
came to Georgia from the Neuse river settle- 
ment, ten miles north of Raleigh, He was 
adinitted to practice law in February after he 
was seventeen years of age, and has been a 


acting lawyer for more than fifty years. 


n 1843 he was elected solicitor of the western 
circuit, and resigned the office in 1847. He 
was elected a member of the Georgia conven- 
tion of 1850, that adopted what was called 
“the Georgia platform.” In 1857 he was nom- 
inated by President Buchanan 48 as 
sociate justice of the supreme court 
of Nebraska. In 1857, without. solici- 
tation and against his inclination, he 
was elected tothe lower branch of the gen- 
eral assembly from Floyd county, and was 
elected speaker on the first day of the ses- 
sion. In 1859 he was elected to congress 1n 
what was then known as the fifth district, 
but whick is now the seventh, beating his 
Opponent 12,000 votes. He retired from con- 
gress on the 23d of Junuary, 1861, 
at the bidding of the _ state of 
Georgia, after the ordinance of 
secession had been passed, and took his 
fate with his state. Onthe Jist of January, 
1867, he was appointed judge of the superior 
court by Governor Jenkins for four years,and 
served until the 23d of December 1863, and 
was then turned out of office under the re- 
construction act. On the 23d of May, 1873, 
he was appointed judge of the Rome circuit 
by Governor Smith for eight years. In 1878 
he was elected judge under the constitu- 
tion of 1877 by the legislature of 
the state for four years, and is now 
occupying that position. He was a delegate 
to the democratic national convention from 
he state at large that nominated Buchanan 


and Breckenridge and assisted in making the 


platform—the last democratic president since 
before the war, except Tilden. He was a del- 
egate in place of John H. Lumpkin, from the 
State at large to the Baltimore eonvention 
that nominated Breckenridge and Lane, arid 
discussed the political issues of tbe day in the 
campaigns of 1852, 55, '55, 57, ’59 and 1860, 
wet. the race between Smith and Walker 
In 1872.

DOC HOLLIDAY. 


A Chapterinthe Lite of an cx-Atlanta Dentist In the 
Wild West. 

A day or two since Mr. Lee Smith returned 
from a trip to Denver, Colorady, where he met 
Doc Holliday and did him some valuable ser- 
vice im prevailing on the governor not toallow 
Holliday to be taken back vo Tombstone, 
Arizona, by bis captor, It will be remember- 


ed that Holliday is now one of the mde 
famous characters of the wild, wild west, an 
has been dubbed the ‘‘King of the Arizona 
Catile Stealers and multitudinous murderer 
of the mountains.” Of course it is 
fair to presume that Holliday is 
credited with crimes that he never committed 
just as every man is who attains any special 
prominence as an untamed outlaw. But the 
story which Mr. Smith tells below is a re- 
cital of incidents that are soul-harrowing 
enough to form the basis of a thrilling blood- 
and-thunder narative of the yellow-backed 
variety. Mr. Smith was met at the Markham 
house by a CONSTITUTION reporter, to whom, 
after the preamble which usually preceeds an 
interview, he said: 

‘Doe Holliday was born in Griffin. I think 
he is just about thirty-two vears old. His 
real name is J. H. Holliday. He was a dent- 
ist here in Georgia and practiced dentistry 
here in Atlanta. That is how he came to be 
called ‘Doc Holliday.’ He weighs about a 
hundred and thirty pounds, is about five feet 
ten, has gray eyes and a bright red mustache. 
His movements are quick, and he will fight 
at the drop of your hat. He passed the 
usual uneventful life of a Georgia boy until 
about eight years ago. I think that it was in 
1873 or 1875 that he went to Texas, and sub- 
sequently he went from there to Arizona. 
Betore he left Georgia he was a quiet 
fellow. but when he got . out into 
Arizona he was appointed deputy 
marshal of Arizona by the government, and 
in his official capacity he was a terror to evil 
doers. He was small of statue, but he was 
pluck through and through. He was also ap- 
pointed deputy inarshal of the town of Tomb- 
stone, Arizona, and it was while serving in 
that capacity that he did one of the most re- 
markable pieces of fighting that I have ever 
heard of. Some men named McLowry had 
violated the town law, and the marshal and 
Holliday hadarrestedthem. They were fined 
and went out of town, declaring 
that they would get even. The 
McLowry’s belonged to the cow boys, a wild 
and reckless set of fellows, although it must 
be admitted that the worst element of the 
class is a set of men who are open violators of 
the law and who join the cow boys for their 
own protection. It was a desperate set of men 
that Holliday had to déal with. Well, in a 
few days, I don’t think it was a week, the 
McLowry’s came into Tombstone armed and 
accompanied by four reeruits.. That made six 
on ore side. On the marshals side were four 
Earps— the marshal, Virgil Earps 
and three other Earps—and Doc 
Hollidgy the deputy marshal, mak- 
ing if all five men. Doc Halliday hada 
double barreled, breach-loading shotgun. 
That made a lively team on both sides—five 
officers and six desperadoes. I don’t know 
exactly how the fight’first arose, but I know 
that the marshal and his deputies demanded 
a surrender which was answered by a volley. 
The fire was returned, and almost before you 
could think the McLowry party,was wiped 
out. Doc Halliday shot feur times and kill- 
ed four men. He never nissed a single shot. 
All the -six Were killed, four  6f 
them died instantaneously and two 
subsequent to the affray. The 
McLouwry party was absolutely wiped out,

[t was supposed that Wyatt Earp killed Cur- 
ley Bill. Lwo other men were subsequently | 
killed ata station on the Santa Fe railroad, 
and that is charged to the Hojliday party. It 
was the way the people had of @isposing ot 
opposition out there. Oneof the imen that 
was killed was a brother-of Texas Jack. The 
circumstances of this last killing are simp!y 
that a party of men wentto the station, found 
these two men there and killed them. 
A passing freight train was stopped by the 
assassinating party, who boarded it and rode 
a short distance from the station and disem- 
barked and took to the woods. All this kill- 
ing, itis claimed by Holliday’s enemies, was 
by the opposing factions—the Earp and Hol- 
liday people on one side and the McLowry | 
erowd on the other side. Things were getting | 
just a little too interesting and Holliday and 
the two remaining Earps, W vatt 
and fobert, shook the dust of 
Tombstone from their feet. They 
all went to Colorado, Thecow boys offered 
a reward of $5,000 for the arrest of each of the 
arty. They were all indicted for murder. | 
Holliday went to Denver and about a month 
ago he was arrested on the street by a man 
named Perry Mallen. who his since 
turned out to be a thief. Mallen knew 
Holliday by sight. Doc was not 
armed and of course kad to be 
taken. He was lodged iu jail. I live out 
there, and reaching Denver about the time it 
occurred, called on Governor Pitkin and pre- 
sented the case before him. It was certain 
death to Holliday to go back to Tombstone. 
He would have been murdered without a 
trial. A requisition ou the governor of Culo- 
rado had been issued,but he decided to refuse 
to deliver Holliday up. So after about ten 
days in jail Doe Holliday was_ release | 
and is now at _ liberty. There can 
be no doubt that if Dock had been taken back 
to Tombstone he would not now be alive, for 
the cow boy eiement there is stronger than 
the law, and they would have made short 
work of him. As it is, he is at Pueblo, about 
120 miles from Denver. One thing is pretty 
certain, and that is this: If Dock Holliday 
ever'comes up with Perry Mallen, that worthy 
will go the way of all the earth in 
short order. He will kill him just as certain 
as he meets him, unless Mallen gets in his 
work first.” 

‘Does Holliday ever speak of coming back 
to Georgia?’ 

‘‘He would be back here to-day were it not 
for the fear that he would be turned over to 
the authorities of Arizona and Tombstone.” 

“Do you think he ever stole the cows that 
he gets the credit of having stolen?”
